Revolution In Spain. 


NEW YOUK, Fob. ^0. 


A cable special to tho Ilurald from Madrid, 


Spain, dated 18th lust., says: Dispatches Just 
•ecelved In this city from tho provinces convey 
he Intelligence tbat the leaders of tbe Carllst 
party have eflcctcd a revolution against the nu- 
borlly or Queen Isabella in the north, nnd that 
heir ad her cuts have taken up arms In considera- 
ble numbers. In Na\nrre skirmishes bave taken 
ilacc between the civil guard and the insurgents. 
[n the city of Navarre the Queen's officers are 
maintaining their allegience. Some few persona 
were wounded during tbe ttimultnnd the ancient 
franco Hespano province of Nsivarre is agitated 
at muny points. It appears a* il tbe movement 
is the result of a deliberate and well-planoed or- 
ganization.' Tbe police are on tbe nlcrtnnd have 
seized documentary evidence of tbe fact' The 
officers lave already found aud carried away 
from Navarre 3,000 copies of revolntionary 
placards or manifestoes addressed to the people 
of Spain. Each copy is headed with a wood-cut, 
or portrait as it is termed, of the eldest son ol 
Don Juan, who H entitled and named Churles tbe 
Seventh of Spain. This young gentleman is 
second cousin to Qnecn Isabella and grandson oi 
Don Carlos, who made war against her accession 
to the throne. Don June, !• Is father, being a f»on 
of Don Carlos.
